Under it if the people want increased 
taxation they can havo it. If they want 
a roduotion of taxation they can have it. 
If they want a multiplication of officers 
they can have it. If thoy want ex- 
travagance, corruption, and jobbery 
thoy can have thorn. If they want 
economy, purity and honesty in the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the coun- 
try they can have tbem. In n word, 
under Responsible Government all these 
will just bo as tho people make them. 
Responsible Government simply means 
government by and for the people; and 
it i», indeed, paying a poor compliment 
to the people ot British Columbia to 
say that tho condition abovo described 
will ho tho result of government by the 
people. And if anything were needed 
to complete tho picture drawn by our 
contemporary, it is supplied in the fol- 
lowing words which havo a place it: 
tho Bame article: " No otio can doubt 
that at tho present moment the business 
of government is woll and cheaply per- 
formed, much moro choaply than it, will 
over bo done again.'' Whew! How 
is that for high r Unfortunately for 
tho author of tho abovo extraordinary 
-vo-ds, everybody but. himself doubn it. 
The electors are now called upon to de- 
cide at the polls whether they desire to 
manage their own local affairs, or whe- 
ther tbey would prefer to have them 
managed by tho people at Ottawa. 
Mark"his : tho poople at Ottawa havu 
no wish to manage our local affairs. On 
tho contrary, they distinctly desire tho 
roverso; but thoy cannot force us to 
undoi tako the managoinont of our local 
affairs If we refuso to tv>o tho re- 
sponsibility of deciding from timo to 
time who shall administer our local 
affairs tho Cabinet at Ottawa will ap- 
point men to do it. But that they do 
not desire that any Province of the 
Durainion should occupy a position so 
false nnd so serf-like, thoir treatment of 
Manitoba and thoir enunciations to our 
Poleuatos clearly prove.

Educational Matters iu Nauaiuio. 



Editor British Colonist. — It would 
bo supoiflouH i» mo to attempt to give you 
in formation on the ill dovised system of 
Education which at this timo is in 
force in this Colony. -/You are woll 
awaro of its unfitness to the wants and 
circumstances of the people generally, 
and of tho many obstacles that ariso, as 
a oonsequento, to debar its effectual 
working. The hybrid half and half 
arrangement through whion our schools 
aro couduoted, or k,opt open and dosed, 
can hardly bo utylod a system. There 
is nothing syetematiu to he observe! 
about it, however lilicral or broad may 
bo oua's views and definition ot that 
term, and its failure all round, it miiBt 
bo conceded, is palpable evidence of the 
utter unsuitftbiiity of it to tho require- 
ments of the country. As farasNanaimo 
is concerned, there is no prospect 
whatever of a school being thoroughly 
and efficiently worked under the pro- 
sont Ordinance Three public meet- 
ings uavo lately been hold 10 OOUSidor 
school matters and to oloet a local 
Board, anil at ouch of those gatherings the 
imptossion nnmistoUeably prevailed that 
tho Govern men t ought to pay Uio 
Teachers salary— build us a school house, 
or rent a building — that the Guvi-rumenl 
dues next to nothing for the District, 
notwithstanding that Nuriaimo is inueh 
the largest consuming and producing 
town, of equal proportion, in tie) Colony, 
and to impose a further tux, in any 
shape, for educational, or for any other 
purposes, would bo injurious to the 
growth of tho Colony and iniquitous 
and damaging to those who have vest- 
ed interests in it. L'uxos are too high 
already, and if the oountry if vrorili 
consideration, Legislation should bu di- 
reoted to a reduction, instead ot an 
increase, of the burdi ins now 
borne by our loo patient Capitalists and 
laborers. Matte the public schools thek 
and attendance compulsory — bthervmc 
charge a small fee to incite parents to aer 
that their children attend school regu- 
larly, nnd there let tho anxiety and 
annoyance of working people Cease; hut 
the Teacher should bo a Government 
servant as much as tho Magistrate. The 
moro aid and oricutinigoment there 
is extonded to the ouo.thu lesss necessity 
there will be tor the oilier. Lot us have 
education first. By it the vices nnd 
evils of our fallen condition, uro scatter, 
od, and made to fly as the mists and 
shadows hasten away when the sun 
purs: es thorn. Without it the very secret 
ol freedom — tho distribution ol the ad- 
ministration of affairs aniun^t .ill 
olassos and in all localities, would be- 
come au infection ot nat.onal weakness 
and danger. L I m appeal to anyone 
who has studied history at all, Whether 
more than ball the iujustioe, the ani- 
mosities, the persecution, and the mutu- 
allhatrods which havo galled and stunted 
tho growth of nations have not been cmi,. 
od by nurrowue-s ot view, blindness and 
ignorance — by thoso fiiins which seem 
to hung about tho pur bim i eye and tho 
confined idiosyncrasy, Educate, olovate, 
and expand tbe mind, mm these disap- 
pear.

THE INDIAN TROUBLES AT KNIOHT'i INLET ill- 
RANGED. 

nils Sparrowlmwk, Cupt Mist, arrived 
at Nanaimo on VVedne'ilay from her trip lo 
Fort Ruport, Knight's Inlet, &c, with Hia 
Excellency the Governor and tho Hon Co* 
lonial Secrolnry. Tho ship, nn her upward 
trip touched at Nanaimo, Fort Rupert, the 
Catholic Mission. Alert Bay, Menzies Bay 
and Klk Bay and then ran to tho head of 
Knight's lulet, where tbe Chief and several 
Indians came on board. The Indians show- 
ed great alarm. Prior to the arrival of the 
Sparrowhawk, hearing of her approach, 
thoy sent back lo McGrufcb all tho articles 
Ihey had stolen fr<m him. When the Chief 
of tho tribe enniu aboard lho ship hu was eo 
frightened as tu ba scarcely able to stand up- 
right. When invited into the cabin to moot 
IBs Excellency, hu lost control of hia limbs 
for some moments. Finally, bin terror was 
dissipated, and aftor a long talk with the 
Governor, mutters Were nrrunged. The In- 
dians engage not lo molest any whites und 
to accord the copper miners full right to 
search fofores and minerals. While at the 
Inlot, Mr Green, ol Green Bros, Fort street, 
who was on board, obtained several excel- 
lent photos of the surrounding 8conery, In- 
dian village, &c. 

At Port Rupert the chief was presented 
with a silvermouoted baton as symbol of hie 
authority 'by the Coveruor. At Alert Bay 
it was found that Nelson St Co'a wharf for 
the accommodation of ships visiting Snquash 
for coal was nearly completed. Tho Spar- 
rowhawk sailed leisurely down tha coast to 
Nanaimo. where »u address (a copy ol which 
will be Inund elsewhere) was presented to 
tho (iovernor, and sailoii yesterday morning 
for Maple Bay — His Excellency wishing to 
inspect the settlements, The Sparrowhawk 
will nexl touch at San Juan Island and ar- 
rive at Victoria on Sunday. The weather, 
generally, was unpleasant 

A Sturdy Beqoar. — Two or three times, 
lately, there have appeared in the nnli-Con- 
fediirato newspaper of thia city allusion to 
the 'oflico seekeri of tho Colonist' — tho 
wriier seeking to convey the impression that 
the Colonist staff are sighing for I ho flesh- 
pots of Ottawa. A more persistent seeker 
after public pap than the Standard- bearer 
it would be difficult to find. Only the other 
day ho announced through his columns that 
Responsible Government meant 'to the vic- 
tors belong tbe spoils,' aod, therefore, added 
he, 'we ore in favor of Responsible Glovern- 
meni,' giving the poople to under- 
stand that as soon as Confederation should 
Do consummated he, for one, wonld em.
